EW YORK, Sept. 6.- 

The Austin car, which 
is to be manufactured in this 
country by the recently or- 
ganized American Austin 
Car Company, Inc., will be an 
exact replica mechanically of 
the British car of the same 
name, except that the new 
product will have a left-hand 
drive. 

Bodies of the American cars, 
however, will be of American de- 
sign, it was said today by T. P. 
White, secretary-treasurer of the 
company, who gave Automotive 
Daily News further details of the 
company's plans. Two American 
body manufacturers are now at 
work on designs for the new cars, 
which will conform to American 
standards. 

The American Austin car, Mr 
White said, will be manufactured in 
its entirety in this country under 
license from the Austin Motor Com- 
pany of England. It will have a 75- 
inch wheel base and be powered by 
the 7 h. p. Austin engine.

Chrysler Shipments in 
August Make Big Gain 


Detroit, Sept. 6.—Chrysler Cor- 
poration shipments totaled 47,274 
cars in August, an increase of 20,- 
000 over July, bringing the total 
so far this year to 354,390 cars, 
compared with 320,001 shipped in 
the first eight months of 1928. 

The new 66, 70, 77 and imperial 
models of the original lines made 
the most pronounced gains. De Soto 
August shipments were 8,163 cars 
increase 3,100 above last August 
Shipments of Dodge passenger cars 
totaled 7,092 in last half of August, 
the Dodge plants being closed the 
first two weeks of that month 
Plymouth shipments were 10,792 
cars. 

Dodge truck and motor coach Au- 
gust shipments were 3,694 units and 
Fargo line of commerciat vehicles 
730.

Exports in July totaled $49,358,- 
999, as compared with $53,486,940 in 
June and $45,264,634 in May. 

The monthly average for the first 
seven months of this year was $57,- 
446,637, as compared with $43,780,161 
in 1928 and $36,244,444 in 1927. 

While July production showed 
a decrease, passenger cars de- 
clining 5.9 per cent. and trucks 

19 per cent., both showed big 
gains over July, 1928, with an in- 
crease of 26 per cent. in passenger 
cars and 37 per cent. in trucks. 
Exports of motor vehicle units as 
a whole gained 19 per cent. This 
gain was accounted for by increased 
truck shipments of 111 per cent., 
which more than offset the de- 
crease of 14.7 per cent. in passen- 
ger car exports. 

Truck exports of capacity up to 
one ton increased 83 per cent. and 
over 2's tons 117 per cent., while 
units in the class of 1 to 2% tons 
decreased. 

Passenger car and truck exports 
in July were valued at $31,837,119, 
which was $1,002,209 less than the 
total in June but $3,550,866 more 
than in May. 

The ratio of exports of pas- 
senger cars to production was 6.3 
per cent. in July, as compared 
with 11.4 per cent. in July, 1928, 
and 7.5 per cent. in June of this 
year. 

Truck exports were 36 per cent. of 
production in July of this year, as 
compared with 23 per cent. in the 
same month of 1928 and 13 per 
cent. in June last ; 

Argentina again held first position 

aS a market for passenger cars, al- 
though shipments to this country 
declined 5.8 per cent Canada 
dropped trom second to fourth posi- 
tion, but remained the leading mar- 
ket for the January-July, 1999, pe- 
riod Australia replaced Canada 
and British South Africa advanced 
from sixth to third place. 

A further reduction in exports of 
high-price cars lowered the average 
value of passenger cars exported in 
July to $652, compared with $695 
in June and $713 in May.

needed at air fields. Employment 
also is given to persons engaged in 
the manufacture of material (metal, 
wood, cloth, rubber, etc.) used in 
planes Airplanes also have their 
effect on the production, distribu- 
tion and consumption of gasoline. 
Plants manufacturing airplanes 
are found in twenty-nine states, 
New York being the most important, 
with 4,396 employees. This is fol- 
lowed by California with 1,605 em- 


ployees. Other states with over 
1,000 persons employed in the mak- 
ing of airplanes are Michigan,

The only real competition, they claim, has been between 
the engineers of both branches in their efforts to develop 
better products. This competition has been a boon to both 
industries rather than a drawback. Many minor refine- 
ments and some major developments have resulted from 
this race of engineering genius which have been advantage- 
ously applied to the development of both products.

RODUCTION figures for the automotive industry for 

the month of August would seem sufficient argument 
to quiet the prattlings of these pessimistic persons who roam 
about croaking that things “ain’t what they used t’ be.” 

As an example, Graham-Paige reports an output of 
6,576 cars, a gain of 35 per cent. over the preceding month. 
Ford’s monthly output is reported as 205,634 units. Chev- 
rolet turned out 109,978 cars and trucks and Buick reports 
an output of 28,971 vehicles. Packard and Hupmobile ship- 
ments were, respectively, 5,366 and 5,255. 

Buying is being maintained at a high level throughout 
the country and manufacturers here are looking forward to 
setting new records this month.

tensive for him.”

“We have steered clear of free 


service in this field,” Lathan em- 
hasies. “Free service is a serious 


andicap in the electrical field, and 
we watched at the begining to see 
that it did not get us. The only 
free service we give is the replace- 
ment of defective parts; all other 
service is paid for by the car owner 
and we have no trouble getting a 
fair price for this service. 

“In selecting lines to fit such a 
service as ours, one of our demands 
is that it must bring us replacement 
or service business; otherwise we 
won't handle it. First, it must be 
a line which improves the function- 


ing of a standard motor, and sec- | 


ond, each sale must be the means

‘We do not expect jobbers’ sales- 
men to demonstrate and install our 
lines,” said Lathan, “because they 
are too highly specialized for the 
average salesman to cover in the 
time at his disposal, that is why we 
go direct to the garage men or the 
consumer, rather than spend time 
educating jobbers’ men. All we try 
to do is have the regular jobber 
keep our. lines adequately repre- 
sented in his catalogue and carry 
sufficient stock to meet rush orders. 
We create the demand, which even 
the manufacturer cannot do, since 
he cannot reach the point of sale; 





Although this firm maintains a 
well-equipped service station, as 
shown in the picture reproduced 
here, it does very little service work 
under its own roof. This station is 
used chiefly for experimental work 
and for the observation of unsatis- 
factory jobs. Seven men are em- 


| ployed finding new ways to use the 


lines handled. 

A trained engineer is on the staff 
and he spends his time gathering 
ideas for the improvement of the 


company’s service and the improve- | 


ment of the performance of the 
equipment. 

In this shop the company has de- 
veloped the dual carburetor, the 
progressive throttle control, and 
other hook-ups which improve the 
performance of motors. 

The company carries only one line 
of carburetors and will not accept 
old units in part payment of the 
new. Such practice is not encour- 
aged. 

The five salesmen are on 
straight salary, plus a bonus. All

Rauch & Lang Product. 
Cuts Weight 35 to 
40 Percent 


PRINGFIELD, MASS., Sept 6.— 

Rauch & Lang, Inc., of Chico- 
pee Falls, Mass., have just deliv- 
ered two seven-ton trucks to the 
Fisk Rubber Company which have 
been put into the company’s trans- 
port service between Chicopee 
Falls and New York city. The de- 
sign of the body increases the 
load-carrying capacity because of 
decrease in weight of the body, 
which will accordingly effect an 
increase of 30 to 40 per cent. in 
freight carried. The new trucks 
have been tested and have proved 
so successful that the new body 
has been taken as the standard. 

The new body is made of dur- 
aluminum. It weighs approximately 
2,500 pounds including the driver’ 
cab. The ordinary truck made of 
wood and steel of the same dimen- 
sions weighs from 4,500 to 5,500 
pounds. Thus the Fisk seven-ton 
truck can be used on a chassis which 
formerly carried a truck of six-ton 
capacity. 

The trucks are standard ten-ton 
chassis with a 106 horse-power en- 
gine giving a maximum speed of 
sixty-five miles an hour, without 
load, and a maximum of forty-five 
when loaded. The chassis weighs 
approximately 9,870 pounds, almost 
five of the ten-ton rating. The 
body and driver's cab is 2,500 more

per cent., is shown above. This body was designed by Rauch & Lang for the Fisk Rubber Company, 
Chicopee Falls, Mass.

The cross 
pieces and floor frame members and 
upright stakes are so designed that 
the greatest tensile and _ torsion 
strength are achieved by the small- 
est amount of material. The flanges 
of the floor and wall supports are

perforated throughout their length 
with circular openings, and this de- 
vice affords unusual strength. 

A special device of Rauch & Lang 
eliminates the use of ropes to fasten 
the canvas tarpaulin in place. Eye- 
lets on the tarpaulin edge fasten 
onto hooks which are attached to a 
reel of steel wire, imbedded in the 
top part of the side wall. If the 
load is built up so as to extend over 
the top of the body the hooks and 
wire rope attached unreel like a 
curtain shade roller and as the load 
settles under the jostling the spring 
in the reel takes up the slack, thus 
keeping the tarpaulin snug and 
tight. 

Dimensions of the truck body are: 
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Interior length, 18 feet; 7 feet and 2 
inches wide and 7 feet and 3 inches 
high. The chassis is mounted on a} 
240-inch wheel base, with the frame 
slung as close to the highway sur- 
face as possible. It is equipped with | 
four-wheel Westinghouse brakes. 
The cab provides a special bucket 
seat for the driver and spare seat 
for the relief drivers. and there is 
room for one to stretch out and 
sleep. 

The body is painted bright yellow, 
with “Fisk” in blue. The trade mark, 
“Time to Retire.” is also on the 
side. The cost of the truck is $12,500 
complete. The two new trucks have 
been dubbed the “Yellow Fleet.”
